Turkey's Foreign Deist of $925,000,- 

000 is largely due to English money 
lenders. It is not improbable that 
this fact weighs much in tho councils 

01 tho British Ministry. Thousands of 
Englishmen in moderate circumstances 

\ have invested their earnings iu Turk- 
l ish bonds, with no prospect of getting 
back a shilling if the country is swept 
into the hands of Russia. Tho ro. 
tention of Constantinople, which Lord 
Derby has stated to bo necessary, 
might be the moans of securing some 
of tho lost shekels. John Bright, in 
n recent speech on the Bulgarian out- 
rages, after reminding his audience 
that England had $51)0,000,000 in- 
vested in Turkish funds, stated 
the disposition of these loans probably 
in a very truthful manner, "It may 
A be," said Mr Bright, "looking back to 
r ^ those loans, that at this moment there 
is not an iron clad that slumbers on 
tho Turkish waters, there is uota mus- 
ket or a rifle or bayonet or sword by 
which a Servian lias been killed in this 
war, or unarmed men and helpless 
women and children havo been mur- 
f dered in Bulgaria, that was not pur- 
\ chased and paid for by money borrow- 
ed from the credulous people of this 
country". British inonoy and British 
influence havo sustained the crumbling 
Government of the Porte in tho past 
time. It has been, disastrous friond- 
nhip. 

"I am willing to risk my reputation 
as a public man/' wroto Edward Hine 
to the Liverpool "Mercury," "if the 
worst caso of small -pox cannot bo cured 
in three days simply by tho uso of 
' creamtartar dissolved in a pint of water, 
and drank at intervals, when cold. Itis 
a certain, never-failing remedy. It 
has cured thousands, never leaves a 
mark, and nevor causes blindness, and 
avoids tedious lingering." 

Thero are several nations at, prosent 
in so crippled a condition financially 
that bankruptcy is absolutely the only 
/ way out of their difficulties. Accord- 
ing to tho London "Times" Spain has 
a dept of $;},500,00O/J0O, tho interest 
^» on which, at 11 per cent, is $105,000,- 
000, while tho entire revenue of tho 
country does not exceed $00,000,000. 
Peru is equally as badly off in tho rel- 
ative proportions of the interest on hot- 
debt, and tho total amount of her rev- 
enue, and one payment of interest 
has already been defaulted. In tho 
caso of these nations the result will 
probably bo a composition with tho cre- 
ditors rather than outright repudiation 
of tho dept. Turkey is a poor debtor 
from whom nothing can bo expected. 
The holders of tho bonds will not oven 
havo a chanco to realize on her assets, 
as thoy are likely to be gobhlod up by 
tho hungry powers that stand awaiting 
the opportunity to seize and divide.

Whether due to the near approach 
of election-day, or the force of public 
opinion aa expressed through The 
Colonist, wo know not; but it is a fact 
that the proceedings at the mooting of 
the City Council on Wednesday even- 
ing woro characterized by a soronity 
and dignity that have long been stran- 
gers at tbo Town Hall. The Mayor, 
who for many montbs has appeared at 
the meetings in feathers and war- 
paint, with an oratorical scalpiugknife 
at the end of his tongue, 
played tho role of Friend Broadbrim ad- 
mirably; and "peace reigns in "Warsaw" 
once more. One of the foatures of the 
evening was a report from tho special 
committee appointed to enquire into 
tho actual cost of the work done under 
tho Monk-Drummond water "con- 
tract." The corntnittoo was appointed 
on motion of Councillor Trounce, 
whoso oarnest advocacy of tho rate- 
payers' cause has won him the estoem 
of all good citizens. It consisted of 
Messrs. Trounco, Marvin and Allatt. 
The committee called before thorn 
saveral practical men who gave 
evidence as to tho real valuo of the 
work performed and material sup- 
plied. But the committee wore not 
unanimous as to the report that should 
be submitted; and Mr. Marvin having 
reported tho disagreement, Mr. 
Trounco rose to offer a minority report, 
which was ruled out of order by the 
Mayor! Tho proper courso was for 
the majority and minority of the com- 
mittee to have each reported .Hs con- 
clusions upon tho evidence taken. 
When the majority failed to do so, then 
tho minority roport was in order. No 
document is "out of order" at a 
Council meeting provided it is 
couched in proper languago and 
is presented at tho proper time. It 
was very convenient for tho Mayor to de- 
clare tue minority report out of order. 
His action and that of tue majority iu not 
reporting burked tho evidence taken be- 
foro tho committee, relieved the majority 
of a duty tlioy should have been glad to 
discharge, and opened tho way to an- 
other Committoo of tho (W) hole-and-cor- 
ner from which the publio will be exclud- 
ed and the proceedings conducted in a 
tone so low thatovou the "ears" tliut walls 
are said to hnvo shall not hear a whisper, 
It will probably interest the ratepayers to 
know the nature of the evidence taken 
before the Committee; and Mr. Trounco 
lias placed In our hands tho minority re- 
port that he was not allowed to present. 
From this report it would appear that 
three practical men in tiie plumbing 
trade woro examined, aud the report, af- 
ter allowing a wide margin for profit, re- 
duces tho charges from $658.46 to $513 
96, a saving of $144. 5(1. The price of tho 
pipe used is not disputed; peifchor ia the 
cost of 5iJ couuections. But iu all other 
respects the bill appears to bo in excess 
of ft -'r, re .sorahlo charges by from 50 to 
150 per cent.! Fifieen days' work of u 
fitter is charged at £5 a day. Witnesses 
testified that at the outside the work 
should not havo consumed more than 
six days' time of un ordinary 
hand. One witness said that he had a 
man iu his employ who would agree to 
lay tho pipo in four days und a-hnlf, and 
if ho failed to complete the job in that 
time ho would eat tho remainder of tho 
pipe! The same may be said. of the time 
of a laborer charged as having boon ex- 
pendod on tho job — 15 days at 83 per day. 
Globo valves, charged in tho bill at $18 50 
each, can bo obtained at any of tho 
plumbing establishments at from $7 5U 
to jJO. And so on. 

In the face of this report wo caii only- 
repeat what wo havo before said, 
apart from the interest tho Mayor seems 
to have had in tho "contract," tho sur- 
reptitious manner in which it was let, 
without tenders having been previously 
callod, that additional proof is given of tho 
necessity that exists for competition be- 
ing invitod for all work for which public 
money is to bo paid. Councillor Gowen, 
though steeped to the chiu in responsibi- 
lity for tho Monk scandal, has olfered a 
resolution invitiug tenders for the execu- 
tion of a similar piece of work in another 
part of tho town. Why not apply the 
same rule to tho Monk "contract." Why 
not insert an advertisement calling for 
tho same work that Monk has done, offer, 
him ten por cent, advance on tho lowest 
tender received, (to bo paid in water- 
rates, us originally stipulated) , mid should 
he refuse tho offer grant him the privi- 
lege of taking up tho pipes ? Such an ur- 
rangement would bo satisfactory to the 
Ratepayers and would settle tho miser- 
able business for ever, while tho lessjon 
convoyed by tho recent exposures would 
fiorvo as a doterrent to future Mayors and 
Councillors.

President's Message. 

President Grunt sent his last message 
to Congross ou the 5tli inBt. After re- 
viewing tlie various topics of interest to 
tho American political world ho reoe-m 
mends u ohange in tho mode of choosing 
ti President, ami declares that tho com 
pulsory support of free schools and tho 
disfranchisement of all who cannot read 
and write the English language would 
meet his hearty approval. On this head 
ho says: "Foreigners coming to tho 
country to become citizens, who aro edu- 
cated in their own language, would ac- 
quire tho requisite knowledge of ours 
during the uecesstry residence to obtain 
u 'tnraliz ition. If they did not tako 
edough interest in our language to ac- 
quire sufficient knowledge of it, to enable 
them to study tho institutions and laws of 
the country intelligently, I would not 
confer upon thorn the right, to make our 
laws nor to select those who do." He 
concludes us follows: "With tho [ resent 
Cjngross my official life terminates. It 
is not probable that public affairs will 
ever again receive attention from me, 
further than as a citizen of the republic 
always taking a deep interest in tho ho- 
nor, and integrity,, and prosperity of tho 
whole lund." 



Is Tilden. President-elect? 

"While tho North Pacific was at Seattle, 
yesterdav, it was reported that a private 
telegram had been received from Port- 
land stating that the Governor of Oregon 
had declared one of the Republican elec- 
tors of the State ineligible, and had sub 
stituted a Democrat. This would give 
Tilden the ono vote necessary to make 
him President, supp slug tho vote to 
btand'us at present when ibe College sits. 

Revolution in Buenos Ayres. 

London, Doc. -1 — Tho Globe states that 
a telegram from the Buenos Ayres Herald 
dated Nov. 29, is received hero, and is tin 
follows: A revolution headed by Col. 
Alsonao, Minister of War, has broken out 
simultaneously in tho city of Buorros 
Ayres and tho Province of Enterios. Buen- 
os Ayres is in a state siega. 

Wm. T. Armstrong, tho voternn ox- 
ploror and prospector of British Colum- 
bia, a pioneer of 18f>8, is now in British 
Honduras, where he has offered his ser 
vices to the Government to search for 
gold. Mr. Armstrong is experienceil,car- 
nest and honest, and in days gone by hi-* 
discoveries contributed to tho wealth and 
prosperity of this Province. His old 
friends will learn that ho is still in the 
llo^h with pleasure. 

Cedak Lumber. — Tho schooner Kate 
has been bought by Messrs. George Wil- 
liscroft & Co. of tho Georgtown (North- 
west Coast) cedar millH, and will bo plac- 
ed in good repair for carrying lumber 
from the millb to Victoria. It is thought 
that a largo aud lucrative trade in red and 
yellow ceilar may be built up in this city, 
and tho firm will engage largely in the 
production of the lumber. 

Claims Against the Corporation. — An 
advertisement appears in this issue call- 
ing for the presentation of all claims 
against.ttio Corporation of the City of 
Victoria or against tho City of Victoria 
water works at the Clerk's Office, on or 
before Tnesday the 12th inst., at I o'clock 
p. IB. It is rumored the Government 
audit cannot bo completed until theso ac- 
counts aro all in. 

Railway Surveys.— A.n Ottawa dis- 
patch says: "All tho Pacific Railway sur- 
veyors having returned here; they are 
busily engaged preparing maps of their 
season's work. Those will bo embodied 
in tho Chief Engineer's report, which will 
bo laid before Parliament next session. 
This report will bo the most complete 
and accurate that has yet been published. 

The steamer North Pacific arrived at 
5 p.m. yesterday from tho Sound with !!5 
passengers, Wells-Fiirgo's express and the 
mails. Sho also brought 50 hogs, 30 sheep, 
700 quarter ska of flour, 2 horses and sev- 
eral packages of sundiics. — -

EUROPE. 

London, Dec. 5.— Tho Standard says 
tolegrauis wero received from an authen- 
tic source staling ihat Buenos Ayres iB 
tranquil, aud order has not been distur- 
bed, but tho Government has doclared a 
stato of siego there and in throe other 
provinces with a view to prevent fomen- 
tation of disorder by bunds of despera- 
does. The' first reports' of the affair wero 
gro sly exaggerated.. 

London, Dec. 5.— Col. Gordon, the Af- 
rican explp'rer, has arrived at Cairo, after 
an abse.noe of three years. The Antinori 
or Italian expedtaion in Africa has ' arriv- 
ed at Lieco. It was expected to sot out 
soon for tho Equatorial lakes. 

London, Dec. 5. — Tho amount of bul- 
lion withdrawn from tho Bank of Eng- 
land yesterday for shipment to tho Uni- 
ted States is £50,000. Amount of bullion 
Withdrawn from the Bank of England on 
balance to-day , .£13,000. 

Berlin, Dec. 5.— The Cabinet, with 
tho approval of tho Emperor; adopted a 
resolution against participation of Ger- 
many in tho French exhibition of 1878. 

London, Deo. 1.— The British troop- 
ship St. Lawrence, with soldiers from 
Capetown, was totally wrecked off tho 
coast of Africa. The troops were saved. 
A largo quantity of military stores were 
lost. 

London, Dec. 5.— Tho Pall Mall Ga- 
zette's Berlin correspondent says Bismarck 
in Farliuineut to-day gave assurance that 
Germany and Russia wonld maintain 
friendly relations and the full integrity 
of the three empires. The alliance does 
not preclude cordial friendship with Eng- 
land Friendly re lations with Russia aro 
established by long tradition and Ger- 
many values them uigbly, as those with 
any other power. The chancellor appear- 
ently expressed greater hopes of a peace- 
able solution of tho present difficulties. 
Even should tho conference not achieve 
its full object, ho has no doubt that tho 
difference now apparent between Eng- 
lish and Russian interests will bo com- 
posed. The endeavors of Germany con- 
tinuo directed to the maintenance of 
peace. He repeated tho alliance between 
the throe empires is clone and firm. Tlio 
hopes of its enemies, that it may bo brok- 
en, aro absolutely groundless. Ho also 
repeated his former assurance of German 
neutrality. Should oonferoueo fail to 
achieve unanimity between the powers 
and reform in tho Turkish administra- 
tion, Germany cannot disapprove of Rus- 
sia's attempt to carry tho latter measure 
on her own responsibility. Thero is no 
prospect whatever i>f a rupture between 
Germany and. Russia. The German peo- 
l.lo are friendly towards Russia, and for 
years have been. Tho relations between 
Russia aud Austria are most friendly, but 
there is no menace in the allinnco of tho 
three Empires to any other powor. Ger- 
many is attached to England by ties of 
long traditional friendship, and wishes to 
prove that friendship quite as much as 
her cordial relations with Russia. That 
friendship Ins stood many tests, and the 
future will show that it will continue. as 
tirm and cordial as heretofore. Gormany 
and France aro two poweis least directly 
interested in tho present Eastern ques- 
tion. Gormany, he says, will therefore 
be perfectly neutral. It will not stake a 
smglo bono of a hardy Pomeranian land- 
wehrman upon the issuo. The reserve 
hitherto practiced by Germany has been 
generally appreciated. It debars Ger- 
many from pressing her advice iu the pre- 
sent juncture on other powers. There is 
nothing whatever in the present phase of 
the Eastern crisis to preclude the pros 
ooct of maintaining or oven the confirma- 
tion and strengthening of tho peace. To 
this ond the exertions of Germany aro di- 
rected. Even should the conference fail 
to achieve its direct object, it is probable 
that the existence of a difference between 
England and Russia will be satisfactory 
adjusted. The Prince declined to discuss 
tho future policy of Germany. Tho 
Prince concluded as follows: "Our task 
in tho lirst instaooe is to maintain peace; 
secondly, to mediate between tho powers 
m order to remove differences, and local- 
ize war which is inevitable. Should we 
not succeed, things would assume a dif- 
ferent aspect and would allow no eombi 
nations. But upon this poiut 1 cauuot 
give any information." 

R AO USA; Dec. 5 — Montenegro has ro- 
fuseil Russia's peace proposals, although 
promised cession of territ »ry. 

A Berlin correspondent of the Post 
says general surprise is felt at the ad- 
dress delivered to the Czar by Baker, 
American minister, pn his return from 
the United States. The address express- 
ed the sympathy of the United Statos for 
the Czar aud his Eastern policy. 

London, Doc. 5 — i'ho limes' correspon- 
dent at Paris telegraphs the following: 
I learn from trustworthy authority that a 
Prussian military officer of high rank is 
about to repair to Roumania to direct tho 
army; It is certain that Russia will lie al- 
lowed pa-sago through the principality. 

Tho Times' Berlin dispatch reports that 
Dearly all th- Turkish troops havo left 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, the Porto hav- 
ing determined not to resist tho occupa- 
tion of tuose.provinces by Austria in caso 
of war. Austria has ordered the occupa- 
tion of Transylvunian and Moldavian 
passes the moment, the Russians enter 
Moldavia'. The language of Russian di- 
plomacy has boon milder the last few 
days, and occupation is no longer repre- 
sent -d us the only panacea. 

London, Deo. 4— Roumania will sub- 
mit to tho conference her programme, 
which was draw up last summer, and 
which was formulated with mloh em- 
phasis in coiiscqu'-neo of her independent 
position and possession of tho mouths of 
the Danube; It is only to mask her real 
projects that Roumaniii calls on tho pow- 
ess to guarantee her neutrality. 

London, Dec. -1— Too Dally Telegraph's 
correspondent at Pesth says dispatches 
from Constantinople indicate that if tho 
Turks aro not threatened with tho occu- 
pation of Bulgaria they will do their best 
to make the conference a success. 

A dispatch to La Temps from Guitigevo 
says tho Prefects have been notified of 
tho early arrival on their way to tho Dan- 
ube of 1 iiO ,000 Russian troops, who aro to 
pass through Roumania. 

Tho Sclavonic committee publishes in- 
telligence that an insurrection movement 
has broken out in Bulgaria and Armenia. 

A dispatch to tho Dully Standard from 
Berlin says Prince Hisniarok's statements 
are greeted by all Germany with tho 
greatest satisfaction. In bis remarks on 
Saturday ho doclared that if Russia 
threatened to be victorious in the impend- 
ing war, England would interfere with-

asces is divided The military party, 
federalists and annexationists aro angry, 
but tho German const itutioudi ts are 
more favorable, while tho Huugaiiaus are 
expected to agree with Bismarck's views.

Liverpool Court of Passage recently a 
ease of breach of promiso of marriage was 
hoard. The plaintiff, Miss Jane Callag- 
iian, aged thirty, had been at ono tinio a 
young lady of considerable personal at- 
tractions aud was now devoid of good 
looks. Sho was daughter of a respectable 
widow, and carried on tho business of a 
furniture broker, and tho defendant was 
bric-a brae collector or merchant. Ho was 
a Persian by birth, and he traflioked 
principally in articles derived from the 
Fust,. and carried on large and lucrative 
undertakings. The defendant promised 
to marry her on several occasions, and, 
although not a Christian ho had, at all 
events, somo strange notions as to the 
solemnity with which marriages in this 
country were sanctified.
